S. It Is considered that the request does not meet any of the 
criteria In CCMSEC 8-/23, dated 12 August 1957* The Department of 
the Amy has been notified that the CODEX device Is obsolete and no 
longer available and a request for the M-209 or VENUS does not meet 
the criteria In COMSEC 2-/23-
